Women 
should 
give careful 
study to the 
problems growing out of the war, 
Mrs. Philip North Moore, president 
of the National Council of Women, 
declared in an address Tuesday be­ 
fore the “ National Congress for a 
League of Nations.” 
The congress 
is being held under the auspices of 
the League to Enforce Peace. 
“ It is expedient," she said, “ that 
some plan 
should 
he formed 
for 
maintaining right and peace which, 
according to the history now being 
written, must be international. 
We 
must build 
ip. reconstruct, till the 
ground, cultivate and 
enrich, and 
dismiss the burden and terror and 
waste of war.” 
Mrs. Moore reviewed the activity 
of women in various lines of war 
work in the United States and in al­ 
lied countries, paying especial atten­ 
tion to their records in tin* indus­ 
tries of France and England. 
“ There Were always numbers of 
women ready to work." she continu­ 
ed. 
“ The difficulty was that 
they 
were untrained, ignorant of any or­ 
derly conception of their occupation. 
It is obvious that one of llu great 
lessons 
of 
the war-to-women 
has 
been the value of training. 
Those 
who are ambitious in their work will 
insist on better training and will de 
maml that, when genuinely skilled, 
they shall he allowed to fill skilled 
posts at skilled wages." 
Mrs. Moore told of the growth in 
legislation designed to protect chil­ 
dren and women in industry and out 
of it, explaining the need and some 
of the results of the “ children year" 
fostered by tlx* federal government. 
She concluded: 
“ There were two things worth dy­ 
ing for. 
One 
was 
tho 
successful 
prosecution of the righteous war. The 
other was. and is, to keep down ¡is 
much as w* can the awful cost to 
the young, to the children horn and 
unborn. 
We fought with clean hands 
and pure hearts so t hut no poison 
philosophy or heritage of hate should 
enter our children's minds to make 
them less worthy of th** supreme sa- 
criflce the world was making."
